Engineer Charles Wilson says that he 
had Just “coaled up” and that the boilers 
were carrying their usual pressure— 
about seventy pounds of steam. 
The 
water gauges were full and the action of 
the engine perfect. 
Mr. Wilson was oil­ 
ing the pumps two yards from the boil­ 
ers. lie was cut in the forehead and the 
back of the head, and his hands were 
terribly scalded, but the doctor who at­ 
tended him said that no serious result* 
would probably follow. 
George Burgess, a teamster, was dan­ 
gerously, perhaps 
fatally, hurt. 
His 
team and wagon were standing in the 
alley directly in front of the boilers, and 
when the explosion occurred he was in 
his wagon. The wagon was flung against 
tho wall across the alley, one h rse was 
knocked 
down, cut with glass, and 
scalded, and 
Burgess 
was 
thrown 
through an open doorway into the build­ 
ing opposite. 
He was scalded and cut by 
flying debris and may not recover. 
Many other employes were knocked 
down and bruised or out by flying glass, 
and one or two wero scalded, but none 
seriously. 
Scarcely a whole pane of glass re­ 
mained iii tho building. On tho first 
floor was a sawdust of glass. 
It seemed 
to bo powdered, yet of all the score or 
more of show ruses only two glasses were 
broken and something had apparently 
fallen on them. The concussion that 
shivered plate glass half an inch thick 
did not hurt the more fragile glass in the 
cases. 
The damage to tho boilers and engine, 
if they are wholly destroyed, will reach 
$10,000, and Hie damage to stock will 
add another $5,000. Tho building eau 
be repaired for $1,000*. 
The building 
and stock were insured. 
Several stores abutting on the alley to 
tho roar were considerably damaged, all 
tho plato glass being broken and the 
sharp fragments being driven into goods.
